PROFILE: DOUGLAS MOENCH 




Writer Douglas Moench's last 
story in VAMPIRELLA was 
"Plague of the Wolf" in Issue 
#7. He has a story coming up 
next issue called "Dethslaker." 

Miserably lacking the fac- 
ulty for verbal articulation, I 
took a left at Tongue Street 
and Tied Boulevard and 
swerved onto Writing Alley in 
an alternative vehicle of com- 
munication. My first published 
story was a piece called 
BROWN OVER BLACK, a sci- 
ence-fiction race allegory 
which appeared in my high 
school literary magazine.

Highlights of my inchoate 
(pre)occupation are: The sale 
of my first novel, sword & sor- 
cery, two autobiographical fic- 
tion pieces to KNIGHT Maga- 
zine, and my 21-page novel- 
length erotic vampire comic 
strip, STAKE IN THE GAME, to 
Warren Publishing. Hopefully, 
the future holds more of the 
same. Incidentally, I have ir- 
reverently dedicated, in part, 
my first novel to my anti- 
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hirsute former employer for 
"providing me with the oppor- 
tunity and necessity" to write 
the book. 

I have separated from my 
first wife and currently reside 
with a Frazetta-ish blonde who 
goes by the deceptively simple 
name of Pat. My primary avo- 
cations include spending time 
with Pat, reading, shooting the
